A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

Every bookseller must be encouraged in read¬ 
ing of the progress his English brother is making 
towards union and co-operation in abolishing 
some of the many abuses which make his pro¬ 
fession so burdensome. As appears from the 
speeches held at the second annual banquet of the 
London Booksellers’ Society, a report of which is 
given elsewhere in this issue, the London book¬ 
seller seems to have succeeded in two directions 
—the practical abolition of the “ imperfect copy” 
nuisance and the restriction of the discount to 
bookbuyers to 25 per cent. This may be insig¬ 
nificant fora beginning ; nevertheless it promises 
to be the beginning of an era of co-operation 
among a class of men who heretofore have been 
chary of writing in the defence of their own in¬ 
terests. 

It is to be hoped that the membership of this 
association will continue to increase as encour¬ 
agingly as it has done and that the usefulness of 
the society will grow and stimulate others to like 
endeavor. It is to be hoped, too, that in time 
the society will be strong enough to enforce the 
abolition of discounts to bookbuyers, excepting, 
perhaps, in the case of large purchases. We can¬ 
not understand, if the bookbuyercan be brought 
to compreherd/that twenty-five per cent, is to be 
the limit of the discount which he may expect, 
why he cannot be taught that the retail price is 
positively the price he is expected to pay for a 
book, as well as for his pound of coffee, or hat, 
or whatever else he may need to buy. One of 


the speakers at this banquet said that “people 
had been in the habit of paying only ninepence 
fora shilling book, and it was hardly to be ex¬ 
pected that they would ever pay the full price.” 
And pray why not ? Is the book worth a shilling, 
or are you charging a shilling that you may “ come 
down ” threepence ? If the former, we claim that 
the retail price should be adhered to. If the latter, 
the sooner the book is marked down to nine- 
pence the better will it be for the morals of the 
book-trade, not only in England, but America 
and the rest of the world, excepting, possibly, the 
Orient. In the East the double price finds few 
objectors, because to the Oriental, being natu¬ 
rally given to loafing and chattering, haggling 
over the price of what he buys affords not only 
amusement but an agreeable means of killing 
time. The Moslem and his twin brother, the 
fakir of Houndsditch and Chatham Street, will 
ask the earth for what he has to sell, expecting 
really to get only a handful of the dust thereof. 
And shall we Anglo-Saxons, to whom every 
moment of time is money, emulate the benighted 
Moslem in this respect? We wonder that this 
phase of the discount question has never been 
brought forward more prominently. 

The public are not slow in learning the 
“ tricks of the trade.” They now know full 
well that a shilling book may be had for nine- 
pence anywhere, and so insist on paying only 
ninepence for a shilling book. Were it once 
proven to them that a shilling book in one store 
is a shilling book in every other book-store in 
London, the public would soon content them¬ 
selves with the fact that to attempt to get it for 
ninepence would be.as much a waste of time as it 
would be to ask their hatter or shoemaker for a 
discount on a standard article of manufacture. 
There is plenty of room for legitimate competi¬ 
tion—to let it take the form of rendering a ser¬ 
vice for nothing, or barely nothing, is folly 
worse confounded. 

Of course, it will take time to work back again 
to the right course, and it can only be accom¬ 
plished through united effort. The London book- 
trade seems determined to reach a better condi¬ 
tion, and in that effort has the good wishes of 
every right-minded bookseller in the world. 


CANADIAN COPYRIGHT PERPLEXITIES. 

A despatch dated Ottawa, Ontario, Oct. 10, 
states that Manager Irving, of the Toronto News 
Company, has, on behalf of Messrs. Keppler & 
Schwarzmann, publishers of Puck , New York, 
made application to the Minister of Agriculture 
for a copyright of that weekly in Canada. T his 
firm was informed by the Washington authorities 
that under the recent alterations in the copyright 
arrangements this could be done, but the Ottawa 
authorities hold a contrary opinion. The ques¬ 
tion remains to be settled. 
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THE BOGUS STONEWALL JACKSON 
BIBLE. 

Now would be a fit time for one who is tired of 
life or who longs for excitement to call on certain 
dealers in second-hand books in New York and 
Philadelphia and ask them for a Stonewall Jack- 
son Bible. Inoffensive and peaceful as these gen¬ 
tlemen usually are, we are sanguine that the 
person who longs for the end to his mortal exist¬ 
ence or who is in search of wild excitement 
would not be disappointed. 

A despoiler has been abroad in the old-book 
shops—not a vulgar “ Oily Gammon,” nor yet a 
shabby “ Fagin,” nor, still less, a well dressed, 
plausible bandit—but a genius in the noble art of 
Humbug. We say a genius deliberately and with 
good reason, for none less could in so short a 
space of time have trapped so many experienced, 
cautious dealers as did this one. 

He operated in the guise of a farm-hand—a 
typical hired man. He wore a coarse check shirt 
and an old, faded coat. His hands were covered 
with callouses which must have been caused by 
the hardest kind of manual labor. His face was 
broad. He wore a dark mustache. His eyes at 
first sight appeared to be crossed, but a second 
glance showed that they were only not mated. 
One was a little larger than the other, which gave 
him the appearance of being cross-eyed. In 
short, he looked like a man who did not appear to 
have enough intelligence to invent such a yarn as 
he told. He not only described the way in which 
he had come into possession of what he offered 
for sale, but he talked of side issues as no ordi¬ 
nary swindler would have done. 

Your ordinary swindler seldom says more than 
is necessary to delude his victim. This man 
spoke of events and minor incidents with which 
his interlocutor might be familiar. His manner 
and language were those of a Southerner. He 
called his grandfather “ grandpappy ” and his 
father “ pop.” He said that his grandfather had 
had a good farm before the war, but that the bat¬ 
tle of Chancellorsville had ruined it, and that he 
himself had been forced some years ago to go out 
and scratch for himself. But we anticipate. 

On Saturday morning, just two weeks ago, a man 
entered A. S. Clark’s book store on the second 
floor of 34 Park Row, New York, and asked Mr. 
Clark if he knew of any one who made a business 
of buying autographs. Mr. Clark said that he 
bought autographs when they were good ones. 
Thereupon the man said that he had an old Bible 
to sell, and he took a well-worn pocket Bible from 
a newspaper and laid it upon the counter. 

Mr. Clark opened the Bible. On the fly-leaf 
was written: “From my dear friend, Dr. R. H. 
Morrison. T. J. Jackson.” 

“ This doesn’t seem to be worth much,” said 
Mr. Clark. 

“Don’t you know who that is?” asked the 
man. 

“ Who is it ?” replied Mr. Clark. 

“That’s Stonewall Jackson—Gen. T. J. Jack- 
son,” said the man. 

Then Mr. Clark examined the Bible more care¬ 
fully. He had forgotten for the moment that 
Gen. Jackson’s real name was Thomas J. The 
signature seemed to be genuine. The ink was the 
pale, grainy kind which was the only ink to be 
obtained in the South during the latter part of the 
war. It apparently had been written with a rusty 
pen. The writing was old and had faded even 
from its original pale hue. 


“ Where did you get this?” asked Mr. Clark. 

Then the man told a story which, if untrue, 
was the invention of an unusually ingenious brain. 
He said that he was Thomas Chancellor, of Chan¬ 
cellorsville, Va. 

“ Chancellorsville,” said the man, “ was named 
after my grandpappy, because he owned the 
largest house in the village. He had a peculiar 
name. It was Melchisedec Chancellor. He was 
the oldest inhabitant of the village. 

“ When Gen. Jackson was wounded at Chan¬ 
cellorsville he was taken to my grandpappy’s 
house. I was a boy ten years old. I had been 
hiding from the shot and shell in the cellar with 
the women of the family all day. When Stone¬ 
wall Jackson was brought in it was after dark, and 
I went up to the room to which he had been taken 
to look at the great General. 

“ Before the surgeons commenced to probe 
for the ball with which the General had been 
wounded they removed his coat. This Bible fell 
to the floor as the coat was thrown upon a chair. 
My grandpappy picked it up and put it on the 
end of the mantelpiece. 

“ The surgeons found that Jackson was more 
dangerously wounded than had been at first sup¬ 
posed. In the excitement the Bible was forgot¬ 
ten. It remained upon the mantelpiece for sev¬ 
eral days after the General had been taken away 
before any member of the family noticed it. 
Then grandpappy said he would keep it himself, 
as it was a very valuable souvenir. 

“ When grandpappy died he left the Bible to 
pop. When pop died, he had nothing to leave 
to me but this Bible and his own watch. He 
told me on his death-bed never to part with the 
Bible, but I have no money, and I’ve got to sell 
something, and this is all I have to sell. 

“ It all comes back to me through the long 
years as plain as day. I can remember the ter¬ 
rible sounds and sights of the battle by just clos¬ 
ing my eyes. 

“ Those who have never seen a war don’t know 
what it means. It was a terrible day,” said the 
man. 

He had come North, he explained, but had been 
unable to get work. He had gone to Albany 
in search of employment, had found none and 
had got into debt to his landlady. He had been 
obliged to part with his father’s watch. It was 
worthless intrinsically, he said, and he could get 
only $2.50 on it for old silver. But he said, with 
much feeling, that the loss of that watch had 
been the hardest thing he had ever had to bear. 

He spoke with genuine feeling, and seemed to- 
be on the verge of crying when he spoke of the 
loss of the watch and his father’s and grandfa¬ 
ther’s death. 

If the man were lying, thought Mr. Clark, wha 
has had large experience in dealing with men, and 
who has a quick eye fora fraud, he was telling one 
of the most remarkable lies that he had ever heard. 
In fact, as Mr. Clark confided to an Evening 
Sun reporter, “ It is hard for me to describe the 
small things which made me positive that the 
man was telling the truth, but there were many 
of them. 

“ I asked him what he wanted for the Bible. 
He said that he had asked several persons in this 
city to buy it, but that he had received no offer, 
as none of them was an autograph dealer. He 
had written to an uncle of Stonewall Jackson’s in. 
Washington and the uncle had offered him $25. 
for it. 

“He had gone to Washington, but the uncle 
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had tried to beat him down, and he had become 
disgusted and refused to sell it to him. He told 
me to offer him what I thought it was worth. I 
asked him if he were willing to take an oath that 
his story about the Bible was true, and he said 
yes, he would take an oath, and he didn’t wish me 
to think that he would perjure himself for any 
amount of money I could give him. 

“ So I gave him some money, as he had said 
that he had only five cents in his pocket and that 
he had had no breakfast, and told him to come back 
in the afternoon. In the mean time I sent my 
clerk up to several autograph dealers with in¬ 
structions to compare the autograph in the Bible 
with autographs of Jackson which were known to 
be genuine. My clerk returned and said that she 
thought the autograph was all right. It exactly 
corresponded with those which she had examined 
up-town. 

“ When the man came back in the afternoon he 
took from his pocket the bill which I had given 
to him. It was carefully wrapped up in a piece 
of paper. I said: ‘Didn’t you tell me that you 
had only five cents in your pocket and that you 
had had no breakfast?’ 

4 * ‘ Yes,’ said he. 

“ ‘ Then how do you come to have the bill in¬ 
tact after buying your breakfast?’ I asked. 

“ * I haven’t had any breakfast,’ said he. 

“ * Why didn’t you buy some breakfast?’ said I. 

44 ‘ Because you mightn’t have bought the 
book. In that case you’d of course have wanted 
your money back; and if I’d spent any of it for 
breakfast, I wouldn’t have been able to give it to 
you.’ 

“ I was taken in by his unusual honesty. 
While he was away I had prepared an affidavit 
stating that he had come into possession of the 
Bible in the above way and that the book had 
never been out of the possession of his family 
since his grandfather had appropriated it. He 
signed and swore to the affidavit. 

“ The upshot of the matter was that I bought 
the Bible and gave him a little more than he had 
asked for it.” 

On Wednesday of last week a book merchant 
from up-town stopped at Clark’s shop and said: 

“ Have you got a Jackson Bible ? ” 

“ How in the name of goodness did you know 
that I have a Jackson Bible?” Mr. Clark asked. 

“ Oh,” replied he, “ they’ve all got ’em. 
You’re not the only victim.” 

And then, one by one, Mitchell’s, Woodward, 
Wash, Hembree, and it is said three dealers in 
Philadelphia awoke to the sad reality that their 
purchases of Stonewall Jackson Bibles, photo¬ 
graphs and autographs were not as unique as 
they had thought—that in plain words they were 
■“fakes,” and that the purchasers of them for once 
had been completely “ taken in.” 

This bogus Mr. Chancellor, like the vu-tuoso 
that he proved himself to be, had the good sense 
to slightly vary his tactics with every new victim. 
The stories told by the man were somewhat 
different, but they were alike in tone. He sold 
to Mr. Bowden, of Mitchell’s, instead of a Bible a 
photograph of Stonewall Jackson with these 
words on the back thereof : 

“Dear Mary: God has crowned our arms with success. 
This day Gen. White and 11,000 prisoners are ours. I send 
you my picture. Yours ever, T. J. Jackson.” 

He told Mr. Bowden that he had found the 
photograph with a lot of letters written by Jack- 
son in Jackson’s house while he was at work 
tearing down the house. He had returned the 


letters to Jackson’s relatives and had been allowed 
to keep the photograph. 

It seems that the man must at some time have 
had the genuine pocket Bible of Gen. Jackson. 
Many passages throughout Mr. Clark’s copy are 
underlined. On the fly-leaf in the back of his 
book is Jackson’s alleged signature. On the 
blank page, between the two Testaments, is 
written in pencil in the same handwriting: 

“ Tho’ the clouds be dark and lowering, yet I pray God 
be with us. T. J. Jackson. 

"‘Chancellorsville , May 2, 1863.” 

On the second page of the last fly-leaf is pasted 
a war-time photograph. The man said he wasn’t 
sure who it was, but he thought it must be Mrs. 
Jackson. 

The matter has been reported to the police, but 
“ Mr. Chancellor ” has not yet been apprehended. 
In the mean time the dealers may console them¬ 
selves with the knowledge that they have a “ rare 
good imitation,” which may for that fact com¬ 
mand a price big enough to secure them against 
actual loss of money. Philemon. 


THE LONDON BOOKSELLERS’SOCIETY’S 
SECOND ANNUAL DINNER. 

The second annual dinner of the London 
Booksellers’ Society, of which Mr. F. Miles is 
president, was held on the 1st inst., at the Hol- 
born Restaurant. Col. R. VV. Routledge, of 
George Routledge & Sons, occupied the chair, 
and there was a very large attendance. 

After the formal opening of the banquet the 
secretary of the society, Mr. Burleigh, read a re¬ 
port, from which it appears that there have been 
fourteen meetings of the council and committees, 
and that efforts have been made to deal with va¬ 
rious questions of vital importance to the trade. 
One of the first objects of the council has been to 
bring about among booksellers themselves an 
agreement that the discount allowed to the public 
in the ordinary way of business shall not exceed 
25 per cent, off published prices. In this it has 
been very successful, for almost without excep¬ 
tion the scale of prices recommended has been 
adopted by the trade in London. The publish¬ 
ers whenever applied to have co-operated with 
the society apparently in every case—at least no 
exceptions are mentioned. Especially was this 
so in the matter of imperfect books. The man¬ 
agers of bazaars, too, when approached have ex¬ 
pressed their intention to amend their prices as 
much as possible so as to bring them into line 
with those of the society. 

On the question of the discount that should be 
allowed to free libraries and schools, which has 
been fully discussed by the council, there is as yet 
no agreement. It is felt that it would not be 
good policy for the London trade to pledge itself 
to a price, and thus give the booksellers of large 
towns an opportunity of stepping in and absorb¬ 
ing the business, although little or no profit can 
be attached to the transaction. 

The society now numbers 186; 147 new mem¬ 
bers having been enrolled during the past year. 

Col. Routledge, the chairman for the evening, 
after some introductory remarks said: “ The so¬ 
ciety appeared to have three distinct planks in its 
platform, and the most important of those planks 
was the question of what discount they intended 
to give to the public. He felt quite certain that 
if they could all have their own way, they would 
say at once that if a book was published at one 
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shilling it should be sold to the public at that 
price. But he was sorry to say that that was a 
thing which he was afraid was past all hoping for, 
and they could not get away from the fact that 
they must give the public a discount on almost 
everything they bought. People had been in the 
habit of paying only ninepence for a shilling book, 
and it was hardly to be expected that they would 
ever pay the full price. Several schemes had 
been proposed for effecting that object—very well 
thought out, and very plausible no doubt, but 
they were all wanting in some small degree of 
practicability, and he thought they must come to 
the conclusion that as they had now for many 
years given the public 3d. discount in the shilling 
they would have to continue to do so. But the 
important point, to his mind, was that they did 
not intend to go beyond that. Now that the 
trade had combined and agreed to stop there, he 
felt perfectly certain that in that action they 
would have the most cordial co-operation of the 
publishers. He thought that the publishers would 
be only too happy to fall in with the views of the 
booksellers in that respect, and when it was once 
agreed among the great body of booksellers that 
they would not under any circumstances give a 
larger discount than 25 per cent., he thought that 
publishers would be inclined to say that they 
would not supply any one who went below that 
discount. 

“ Another important point touched upon in the 
report was the question of imperfect books, and 
he thought the way in which that subject had 
been treated was beyond his comprehension, be¬ 
cause he never could see any justice in the ar¬ 
rangement whatever, if a customer brought 
back an imperfect book to the bookseller, and the 
bookseller took it to the publisher, he was bound 
to have another book given to him in its place. 
If they sold a man an imperfect book they ought 
to give him a perfect one in its place, and although 
he did not wish to say anything personal to him¬ 
self, he might remark that they had given instruc¬ 
tions in their firm that if any bookseller brought 
back an imperfect book and asked for a new one 
he was to have it without any questions whatever. 

“The Hon. secretary when reading the report 
had alluded to the question of getting the various 
societies — other than booksellers—who sold 
books to come round to their views as to not sell¬ 
ing books at a heavier discount than 3d. in the 
shilling. Hedid not know whether he wastread- 
ing upon somewhat delicate ground, but speaking 
as a publisher he was of opinion that he and his 
brother traders in dealing with the stores were 
not doing anydamage to the trade so long as the 
stores kept up the prices. His idea was that the 
stores made trade and that they did not take away 
the trade from the legitimate bookseller, and in 
that opinion he was backed up by a great many 
booksellers. But if the stores intended to sell 
books at a greater discount than 25 per cent, they 
might do great injury to the trade, and they 
should do everything they could to get them not 
to lower their rate, but to keep up the price of 
their books. In all the points he had enumerated 
he thought the society would find the publishers 
thoroughly in accord with them. He had no au¬ 
thority for speaking for anybody beyond himself, 
but if the society carried out what it proposed 
when it was formed, then he thought it would 
have no more cordial supporters than the publish¬ 
ers, who looked to the booksellers to help them 
in their business.” 

Among the other speakers of the evening were 


Messrs. W. J. Squires. Stott, J. V. Whitaker, 
James Lupton, Olley (of Belfast), Caldo Turner, 
Dr. W. R. Nicoll, Bernard Quaritch and Mr. 
Burleigh. 

Mr. Stott, who was prominent in the organiza¬ 
tion of the Society and one of its most active 
members, said among others: 

“ The difficulties at first seemed insurmount¬ 
able. The London booksellers had no cohesion 
among themselves; they did not know their 
next-door neighbor, so isolated were they; but 
the moment we formed the Society and met and 
talked together, the various members of the 
trade had become the greatest friends in the 
world. To adopt a military phrase, they had 
‘ formed square * and were now prepared to resist 
every outside charge made against them. The 
London booksellers were never so united as they 
are at the present time, and I trust that what has 
already been accomplished is only the beginning 
of what we shall do in the future. I would like 
to see our country brethren act in the same way. 
The question of imperfect books which has been 
referred to was a very difficult subject to touch, 
but now I am glad to say we have nothing to 
complain of from the publishers in that way. I 
have not had an imperfect book now for seven 
months, whereas before the Society was started I 
was getting them every week. As to the dis¬ 
count question, booksellers in this country seem 
to think that it is only a question which affects 
Great Britain, but it is in force all over the 
world. In America and in France they have the 
same state of chaos as used to exist in this coun¬ 
try, and I think we can congratulate ourselves 
upon being the first to adopt one uniform scale 
of charges, and if the Society had done nothing 
more than that, it has done a wonderful work. 
The cotintry booksellers said they would not join 
the Society because we in London sell books at 
2S per cent, off, whereas they in the country only 
took 20 per cent. off. I would like to point out 
that we by no means want the country booksellers 
to give the higher discount we do in London. 
If they can sell their books at only 20 per cent, 
off, by all means let them continue to do so. As 
to London, 1 am afraid that the days are gone 
forever when one can get a shilling for a shilling 
book, but we must see to it that the present dis¬ 
count is not increased.” 


POLL-BOOKS CANNOT BE COPY¬ 
RIGHTED. 

Short & Forman, of Cleveland,Ohio, brought 
suit some time ago in the United States Court to 
enjoin the Troup Manufacturing Company of 
Dayton from furnishing poll-books for use under 
the new election law of Ohio, claiming that the 
latter infringed their copyright. The case was 
an important one because of the copyright, which, 
if established, would enable the plaintiffs to com¬ 
pel the whole State to buy their books at a high 
price—about $3 for each book—while the Troup 
Manufacturing Company had contracted with 
sixty counties for 60 cents each. Judge Sage, on 
the 10th inst., denied the injunction, holding that 
the poll-book was not a subject for copyright.

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OBITUARY. 

A. J. Holman, the senior member of the well- 
knewn firm of A. J. Holman & Co., died sudden¬ 
ly at his residence in Philadelphia on the 14th 
inst. Mr. Holman was born in the year 1816, in 
Salem, Mass., and would have completed his 
seventy-fifth year in a few weeks, early in 
November. He learned the trade of book-bind¬ 
ing in Boston, and went to Philadelphia in 1S37, 
where he resided continuously until his death. 

He engaged with Mr. Jesper Harding as su¬ 
perintendent of the manufacture and sale of large 
quarto family and pulpit Bibles, and later with 
Mr. W. W. Harding, now deceased, with whom 
he continued until January 1, 1872, when he 
established the house of A. J. Holman & Co. 
He was actively engaged in business all his 
life, even up to the very last, and took upon 
himself the personal supervision and conducting 
of all the varied and intricate details of his large 
business since its foundation; and he leaves be¬ 
hind him what is undoubtedly one of the largest 
establishments in the world exclusively devoted 
to the publication of quarto Bibles. 

Mr. Holman was a practical man and under¬ 
stood every department of his business, ‘and 
many valuable improvements in the machinery 
and apparatus used in the production of such 
large volumes were suggested by him. He 
was widely known to the trade throughout this 
country and Canada. Mr. Holman was a man 
of large public spirit and was greatly interested in 
all the affairs of the day, notwithstanding he was 
essentially a domestic man and preferred to occu¬ 
py himself with his own affairs Never wishing 
for public office, he served his fellow-citizens 
in the councils of his city when they sought 
his aid. He was married early in life, and 
survived his wife by more than fifteen years. He 
lost four sons in their early manhood, and leaves 
but one son, Mr. W. A. Holman, who is now the 
head of the establishment, and three daughters. 
His death was not wholly unexpected, although 
his sickness was not of an alarming character. 
Still, by reason of his advanced age, his family 
and physicians were apprehensive. He passed 
away very suddenly at the end, while reading his 
morning newspaper and engaged in conversation 
with his family. Heart failure was the immedi¬ 
ate cause of his demise. K. 

We regret to hear of the death of Mr. John 
Virtue, of the well-known publishing house of 
J. S. Virtue & Co., of London. Mr. Virtue was 
associated with the Art Journal for upwards of 
half a century.

John Wiley & Sons have in preparation 
“ Manual of Mining,” by Prof. M. C. Ihlseng. 

The United States Book Co. has just 
published Am 61 ie Rives’ new novel, "According 
to St. John.” 

The Bancroft-Whitney Co.. San Francisco, 
Cal., have just ready the twentieth volume of 
their “ American State Reports.” 

The first edition of “ The Faith Doctor,” by 
Edward Eggleston, was exhausted on the day of 
publication—a fact which seems to indicate a 
strong appreciation of the best American fiction. 

Albert Scott & Co., Chicago, announce 
“ Princess Ilse,” a beautiful German legend of 
the Hartz Mountains, which has been translated 
by Miss Florence M. Cronise and illustrated by 
J. E. Bundy. 

The 7000 copies issued as the ninth edition of 
John Bartlett’s “ Familiar Quotations ” were sold 
within ten days after publication and a new issue 
has been ordered. The two previous editions 
reached a sale of 40,000 copies. 

The edition of Landor’s “ Imaginary Con¬ 
versations,” issued in this country by Macmillan 
& Co., has so far achieved a success, the large- 
paper edition having been out of print for the 
past month. The publishers expect to complete 
the work in December. 

Ward, Lock, Bowden & Co. will publish 
early in November their first book under the new 
copyright law. It is to be entitled “ His Angel,” 
a novel, by Henry Herrman, author of “ Scarlet 
Fortune ” and collaborator with David Christie 
Murray on “The Bishop’s Bible.” 

Bradlee Whidden will publish about Nov. 
15 “ Modern American Rifles.” by A. C. Gould 
(Ralph Greenwood), a work which will discuss the 
merits and capabilities as well as the great ad¬ 
vancement made in the American rifle. The 
volume will be fully illustrated. 

Ginn & Co. will publish shortly a “ Reference 
History of the United States,” by Hannah A. 
Davidson, of Belmont School, California. The 
subject is divided into a series of topics; under 
each topic questions are asked; and after each 
question are given references to the best accessi¬ 
ble authorities. A space is left after each set of 
references for additional ones to be inserted by 
the student. 

An interesting book has just been published 
entitled " The Business of Travel,” a fifty-years’ 
record of progress by Fraser Rae, giving in detail 
an account of the origin and growth of the now 
marvellously developed organization of Thomas 
Cook & Son.

portation of dutiable articles, which includes duti¬ 
able books, is forbidden by Article XI. of the 
Universal Postal Union Convention, and books 
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so imported are subject to seizure. Books 
printed exclusively in languages other than 
English, and various other books, are exempt 
from duty under certain provisions of the Free 
List, Act of Oct. 1, 1890, and such books are 
not included in the prohibition.” 

Funk & Wagnalls have just ready “ The Per¬ 
fect Calendar for Every Year of the Christian Era,” 
designed for practical every-day use. By Henry 
Fitch. In this calendar the difficulties of provid¬ 
ing a perpetual calandar seem to have been sur¬ 
mounted, so that the calendar, besides providing 
tables of reference for the historian and scholar, 
suits itself to the purposes of the ordinary com¬ 
mercial calendar.

The musi¬ 
cal illustrations will be edited by Theodore 
Thomas.

D. Jouaust has retired from business as a 
printer and publisher, wealthy, after twenty-five 
years of a work constantly artistic, leading among 
the models of literature and typography, im¬ 
placable in its elevated purpose. In his deter¬ 
mination, quite French, to become a rentier , he 
ceded for 300,ooof. his stock, which was valued 
'at 3,ooo,ooof. Flammarion, brother of the as¬ 
tronomer and former partner of Marpon, now 
dead, is the purchaser. Collectors of the Jouaust 
books, those charming classics in type of the 
Elzevirs, illustrated by Beaumont, Hedouin, 
Adan, Leloir, engraved by Boilvin, Le Rat, 
Toussaint, and others, need not fear a rabais. 
Flammarion’s contract is to sustain, in spite of 
his extraordinary bargain, the prices of Jouaust 
— N. Y. Times. 

The branch house of G. P. Putnam’s Sons in 
London has been removed from King William 
Street to No. 24 Bedford Street, Strand. Their 
new store is opposite to the Macmillans, and will 
give much more commodious quarters for the

Laurence & Bullen, of London, the new 
firm of English publishers recently mentioned in 
these columns, announce a new series of the poets, 
to be called The Muses' Library and to begin 
with a two-volume edition of Herrick, prepared 
by A. W. Pollard, with a preface by A. C.

Rosciad ” of Charles Churchill, edited and anno¬ 
tated by Robert W. Lowe, well known for his 
admirable editions of Cibber’s “ Apology” and 
Doran’s “ Annals of the English Stage.” It will 
contain eight full-page portraits. The second 
book is a volume of collected criticisms of the 
contemporary theatre in London, by Joseph 
Knight, the dramatic critic of the Athenaum. It is 
entitled “Theatrical Notes: a contribution towards 
a history of the modern English stage.” Mr. 
Knight has also under way the biography of 
Garrick for Mr. Archer’s series of English Actors.
